hold himself in any way responsible for the crop. 

All seeds will be delivered carriage paid to Hamburg, Bremen or Flushing, other charges 
such as for shipping and insurance will to be paid by the consignee. — Flowerseeds, not less 
than £ 10 in value, will be delivered carriage paid to London, except those sold by Cwt. 

Should flower seeds, sold by Cwt. or vegetable seeds be packed together with flower 
seeds, which are free London, the freight will be deducted of the invoice. 

Parcels not exceeding 10 lbs. in weight to all parts of Great Britain and Ireland will 
be forwarded at 1 s. 6 d. each via Hamburg or Bremen at 1 s. 9 d. each via Belgium. The 
last way is the shortest. 

Small amounts may be remitted in postage-stamps. — Remittances either by postal-order, 
cheque or draft should accompany orders, or else satisfactory, w T ell known references should 
be given by firms with whom I have not yet had the pleasure of doing business.

I harve¬ 
sted them already 
the 3 r d of July from 
the open ground, 
but I am sure, they 
can be taken up 
still about 2 or 3 
weeks earlier if 
germinated before 
planting out in the 
open ground. 

Belonging to the 
class of Kidney Potato „Pearl of Erturt.“ 

Potatoes, they have hut very few and flat eyes, a tender yellowish skin, yellow flesh, 
nice form, oblong, egg-shaped, a wonderful fine flavor, cooking up floury from the first 
beginning and evenly clear through, what can be said of but. very few sorts of potatoes. 
Beside these remarkable advantages the yield is immense and far surpassing any 
other early ripening kind. J gathered from one acre (but cultivated on a good piece 
of ground in the garden) 288 Cwts., this being a result, of which I never saw 
anything equal of early potatoes before. 

A heavy soil supplied with artificial manure (Nitre of Chile) does not suit this 
potato, as the fruits will become watery and tasting bitter. A soil, that once has 
been supplied with stable manure, say one or two years before, is most suitable for 
growing the „Pearl of Erfurt“, which isto be considered areally delicacy for any gormand.

The young plants must be planted 
in small pots and later on — about 
the middle of May — in the open ground, 
where they will grow rapidly within 
a few weeks up to a height of 3 feet 
and producing an immense number of 
flowers until destroyed by frost. If 
sown later as mentionned before, they 
must be cultivated in pots and brought 
indoors, as soon as unfavourable cold 
weather sets in. Then they will remain 
blooming until December.

This new cucumber is the result of a cross between Noa’s forcing and Pres¬ 
cott’s Wonder, and after 3 years trial and observation, has proved to have 
inherited from its parents all their virtues which distinguished them at the 
same time, without being endowed with their undesirable qualities. Under the 
good qualities may be named the rapid and strong growth, and such a wonderful 
profusion Of fruit that this variety may without inherent hesitation be termed 
„the most prolific cucumber in the world 14 . Moreover the beautiful shape, the 
rich green color, its adeptedness for forcing and the fine flavor, justify to the 
full the appellation ,, Ideal Cucumber 44 . 

In regard to the absence of certain undesirable qualities I observe that 
the flesh," unlike that of Prescott Wonder is eminently suitable for pickling, 
also that its firmness and durability, render it. fit far being sent long distances. 
The flesh cont aining very few seeds, makes it also a very good salad variety. 
All the good qualities of this new Cucumber have by repeated trials been proved 
to be constant, and are reproduced from seeds. As I remarked before, the yield 
of seed is very small indeed, many cucumbers contain 10 —15 good seeds,, most 
of them none at all, hence the somewhat high price, which however is insignificant 
if compared with the great advantages secured by cultivating the Ideal Cucumber.

Also they can be planted quite freestanding, tieing their long shoots 
on 8 long stakes forming a tall pyramid. Plenty watering and sup¬ 
plying of liquid manure is absolutely necessary. Prom July until the 
frost sets in, the large yelkcoloured flowers appear uninterruptedly. 
The Luifa petola with its dark richgreen foliage in connection with its 
beauty of flowers, climbing up to an height of 13 to 16 feet, certainly 
is one of the most effective and decorative plants for any garden. 

The cucumber-like green fruits appearing in August, attain a 
length of nearly l ‘/2 feet by a breadth of 5 inches; they look very 
handsome in shape and colour. 

If grown under glass, the fruits will ripen perfectly with no 
doubt; out of doors they only get their fully developement and matu¬ 
rity in the southern parts of Europe or in very warm and protected 
situations. The perfect maturity of the Luffa fruit is cognoscible 
through its outside getting blackbrown of colour. The shell may he 
pulled off, shaking out the seeds, the rest being the Luffa sponge, 
wellknown and liked as very useful for a great many industrial pur¬ 
poses. ioO pkts.

Two different and distinctly variegated varieties of this old garden favourite. 

The dark ground colour of the leaves of Aurora are marked and painted partly more or less 
with a beautiful salmon-rose colour. It does germinate with yellow seed leaves and about 60 to 70 
per cent comes true from seed. 

The marking of the leaves of Brilliant is brighter and more effective I dare say. But this 
variety cannot be called a „ Novelty “ because I have been told, that the variety I have named Brilliant 
was shown in 1872 unter the name of Oxalis tropaeoloides rosea-picta, but that it has been lost since. 

Brilliant does germinate with white seed leaves and about 70 to 80 per cent does come true 
from seed. 

The dark ground colour of the leaves of Brilliant is marked in the same way like those of Aurora 
but the colour is a bright rose changing to crimson. 

These two colours are forming in companion with the golden yellow small flowers a very striking 
but pleasing effect. 

It has been awarded a Silver Medal at the Jubilee-Exhibition at Magdeburg (August 29. to Sep¬ 
tember 8. 1895). 

I would further mention that Aurora does not change to the colours of Brilliant, nor do the leaves of 
Brilliant turn like those of Aurora. 

The intensity of colouring is so vivid and attractive that both are worth a place in the garden. They will 
be found to be very valuable for rockworks, beds and edgings but also very suitable for cultivating in pots.

The following autumn the bushes must be planted either 
in the open ground or in larger pots and kept indoors but cool during the winter. Year by year the bushes will 
grow taller, producing larger, better shaped and more double flowers.

A brief report of the cultural state and seed 
crop of Vegetable- aud Flowerseeds 

grown by 

J. €. Schmidt 

Seedgrower, Nurseryman and Florist, 

Erfurt. 


The last severe winter we have had, has caused considerable 
damages to most of our biennial plants in contrarity to previous 
years. The cultural state of Cabbage, Savoy and Kohlrabi was 
deficient, whilst Carrots, Leek, turniprooted "Parsley and Chicory 
have wintered safely; also showed Mangel Wurzels, Beetroots 
and Spanish Radish, wintered in pits, an excellent condition. 
Onions were partially rotten during the last winter and only 
half of those grounds, which had been reserved for that purpose, 
could be planted with Onions. 

With sowing and planting of the early articles could not 
be commenced before the end of March, nevertheless all labour 
in tilling, sowing etc. good and quickly could be done without 
interruption. Regarding to germination and coming up of the 
seeds, there was everything that could be desired. 

For the plantation failed a thoroughly rain till the end 
of April, but then the atmospheric fall in connection with heavy 
rain came so rapidly, that any work for later articles only could 
be carried out with difficulties and on many planes, which had 
been destroyed by weather and heavy showers, any work has 
been done twice. 

Dwarf Kidney Beans and Cucumbers did not germinate 
so well as they ought to do owing to the thick crust of earth, 
and of many sorts the cultural state was not even good. 

The plantations of summer flowers (annuals) also could 
not be carried out quite without difficulties, but nearly all sorts 


showed an excellent growth notwithstanding and secured a good 
crop, excepted Pansies, which considerably losed through the 
periodical hot weather and soon died off. 

Of Asters, which have been grown extensively to meet 
the scarcity of this article of last year, there will come a large 
stock on the market perhaps far exceeding the want, at least 
regarding to some varieties. 

Borecole, Savoy, Cabbages, Cauliflower, Kohlrabi and 
Radishes have been greatly damaged through the rape-seed beetle, 
which appeared in these districts almost destroying the seed 
crop of the above articles. Although the yield of Radish has 
been a medium one, whilst of all others but one quarter of the 
usual crop could be yielded. 

Mangel Wurzels, which were very promising, losed somewhat 
in quantity in consequence of several storms, but in quality they 
were exceedingly good. 

Dwarf Kidney Beans and Cucumbers have been sufficient, 
whilst the crop of Japanese Climbing Cucumbers again was 
really superior in all respects. 

Peas, Cornsalad, Carrots, Chicory, plain and turnip-rooted 
Parsley, Cabbage Lettuce, Leek, Onions, Spinach, Beetroots and 
Runnerbeans were all entirely satisfactory and could be brought 
in quite clean and dry, as the weather was very favourable for 
the purpose.
